Add 4 oz. Gaviota Orchid Food, 2 Ib. gypsum and 1 !b. Dolomite lime 
per 2/2 cu. ft. of the above compost.

A safe method to follow in watering Cymbidiums is as follows: 
Whenever plants are watered, give them a thorough soaking 
and water again when media is still moist. Of course, grow- 
ing plants require more water during the summer months and 
Cymbidiums are no exception. Cymbidiums should not be al- 
lowed to get dry. 


TEMPERATURES 


Cymbidiums have demonstrated their ability to grow and thrive 
in many localities and under widely different conditions of 
heat and cold. During hot dry weather a little extra humidity 
can be provided by an occasional light sprinkling on the foilage. 
In the other direction, Cymbidiums will tolerate several de- 
grees of frost. When grown under glass, the minimum tem- 
peratures should be 50 to 58° and the maximum temperatures 
preferably below 95°. Grown outdoors, Cymbidiums will stand 
temperatures as low as 28 to 30° F. for short periods. 


FERTILIZING 


We recommend regu!ar feeding with a balanced fertilizer such 
as Gaviota Orchid Fertilizer. From October through February,

However the mottled leaf varieties re- 
quire more heat and should have a temperature of 58° - 60° min.,,and max. 
temperature preferably below 95°. Pot grown plants benefit by repotting 
approximately every 2 years . 


A recommended compost is as follows: 


Vo Ib. gypsum, | lb. Dolomite lime, and 4 oz. Gaviota Orchid Food per 2/2 
cu. ft. of fir bark. (See Items No. 616, 617 end 618 on page 24. 


We also recommend this compost for all other orchids except cymbidiums. 


Grown in the home, they shou!d be placed in a very light position such as an 
east, south or west window. During the hottest part of the year give filtered 
sun if facing south or west (such as split bamboo affords).

As can be seen from the above, requirements for cypripediums are extremely 
simple, as they are adaptable to a wide variety of conditions and are norm- 
ally the most pest free of all the orchids. The wide selection of colors and 
types, along with being, perhaps, the longest lasting of all orchid flowers 
(6 to 8 weeks or more), makes these plants so worthwnile and valuable to 
both amateur and commercial grower alike. 


Care of cypripediums follows that of cymbidiums except that they require 
more shade (800 to 1500 ft. candles of light). As they have no bulbs, they 
require more frequent watering and should not be allowed to become dry 
at the roots. Conditions similar to those afforded begonias or African violets 
seem quite satisfactory. The plain green leaf varieties may be grown cool 
as with cymbidiums; however, the mottled leaf varieties require a temper- 
ature of 58°F. or above. Pot grown plants benefit by repotting approximately 
every 2 years. 


When grown in the home, they should be placed in a very light position, such 
as an east, south or west window. During the hottest part of the year give 
filtered sun if facing south or west (such as split bamboo affords). Fertilize 
approximately every fourth watering with a complete nutrient solution such 
as Gaviota Orchid Fertilizer.
